INVOLVING THE TRANSFER OF UP TO 2,500 ACRE-FEET OF WATER  

UNDER THERMALITO WATER AND SEWER DISTRICT 
LICENSE 845 (APPLICATION 1739) TO 

WESTLANDS WATER DISTRICT 
 

On June 7, 2013, Thermalito Water and Sewer District (Thermalito) filed a petition for temporary 
change to transfer up to 2,500 acre feet (af) of water pursuant to Water Code section 1725 et seq., 
under water right License 845 (Application 1739).  The water is currently stored in Concow Reservoir 
and will be transferred to Westlands Water District (Westlands).  The proposed change will include the 
addition of (1) the State Water Project’s Harvey O. Banks Pumping Plant as a point of rediversion; and 
(2) add the service area of the Westlands to the place of use.  Temporary changes under Water Code 
section 1725 may be effective for a period of up to one year.  Any correspondence directed to the
